One In McKeesport Marks Last En­ 
campment of Massacred Army.

ler between Alexandria, Va., and Brad­ 
dock, Pa., which are named aft *r tho

Predicts W ar Should Mission Fail— 


Colombia in Desperation— Says En­ 


tire Republic Is United in Effort to 


Restore Panama to the Union. 


Colon, Nov. 21.—After much difii 
ciilty the Associated Press correspond­ 
ent succeeded in Interviewing General 
Keyes, the distinguished 
C olum bian 
soldier who came to the Isthmus on a 
peace mission representing ills gov­ 
ernment. 
General Reyes said: 
“The day I left Bogota, which was 
on the lith Instant, United States 
Minister Beaupre and Secretary of 
Legation Snyder were well, though a 
little anxious. 
I assured your minir- 
ter that he was in no danger and to­ 
day I am able to give the same as­ 
surance to the Associated Press. 
At 
the time I left Mr. Beaupre was pre 
paring to go down the river. 
“Admiral Coghlan informed me offi­ 
cially that the United States would 
prevent the landing of Colombian 
troops on any part of the isthmus. 
I 
promised Admiral Coghlan that Co­ 
lombia would not take such action 
until I reached Washington, whither 
I am proceeding via Port Limon ani 
New Orleans. 
“I also told Admiral Coghlan that 
if my efforts at W ashington failed to 
bring about some arrangement con­ 
cerning the present situation on the 
Isthmus satisfactory to Columbus, the 
United States would have to fight the 
onlire Colombian people and that it 
would be a second Boer war. 
“[ am going to Washington for th • 
purpose of doing my utmost to amica­ 
bly arrange affairs. 
Could Easily Subdue Isthmus. 
“Colombia 
is 
in 
desperation.

doubt if the W ashington government 
or President Roosevelt, for whom I 
have the highest respect, realizes the 
seriousness of establishing this proc'1 
dent. 
The large German colony In 
Rio Grande do Sui, Bra7.ll, is said lo 
be Inclining to a revolutionary move­ 
ment for independence which the suc­ 
cess of Panama will stimulate. 
“The government of Colombia is re­ 
ceiving the sympathy of all South 
America, which is fearful of forth *r 
American territorial aggrandizement 
in this direction. 
“I may propose in Washington a 
plan contemplating the re-entrance of 
Panama into the Colombian union and 
the moving of the Colombian capita'1 
to Panama city. 
I am sure that tills 
Idea will receive the support of all 
Colombians. 
"I do not just know what my course 
of action will be, but I am going to 
Washington in the Interests of Co­ 
lombia and of civilization.” 
Asked whether Colombian troops 
could reach the isthmus by land, Gen­ 
eral Reyes answered: 
Others to Follow Panam ta'Exampte. 
“ Yes, I can get 100.000 men, bul! I 
roads and lf it wet*1 not for the Amer­ 
icans could subdue the Isthmus In a 
fortnight. 
I would rather die for the 
honor and in the defense of the In­ 
tegrity of my country than sit with 
hands folded and nee her lose the isth­ 
mus. 
I will do all I can at Washing­ 
ton to effect a diplomatic arrange­ 
ment lf such he possible. 
I know the 
sentiments of my countrymen.” 
General Reyes sent a cablegram to 
Bogota advising his government that 
It was impossible to reach any agree­ 
ment with the government of Panama 
and hence that Colombia's relations 
with that government were revered 
and that he, accompanied by the other 
commissioner!, 
was 
proceeding 
to 
Washington to fulfill his mission. 
Questioned as to the rumor that the 
departments of Cuaca and Antloqu: t 
were anxious to Join the republic of 
Panama, General Reyes said: 
“The report of dissatisfaction In 
these departments is not only untrue, 
but I ani able to say to you that the 
entire republic is united In its de­ 
termination to restore the isthmus to 
the union.”

ST. CLAIR 8 GRAVE. 


Remains of Famous General Repose 
in Neglected Resting-Place. 
(Copyright 
by American Pr>-.« AMcmtlun ) 
Major General Arthur St Clair, the 
bosom friend and ald of Washington 
and the first governor of the North­ 
west territory, lies In an almost for­ 
gotten. certainly a practically uncared 
for grave 
His last days were clouded 
and embittered, and he died in pov­ 
erty. 
Republics may be grateful to 
Kime men. but our nation somehow 
misled it in the case of General Bt. 
Clair. 
In th** town of Greensburg, the cap­ 
ital of Westmoreland county, Pa., Just 
beyond the railroad station to tho 
east, and right alongside the tracks 
lies ag. QI4 neglected and ha|£abau- 


doned burying ground called the St. 
flair cemetery. 
For many years It 
has laid open and unattended 
In it ar** the graves of not a few 
persons of note in their day, but the 
most famous of them all was St. Clair. 
Here he was buried many, many years' 
ago, having died in 1818. 
Having no 
relatives who cared to look to the con­ 
dition of his grave, and being neglect­ 
ed by the nation at large, his resting 
place was marked by a neat though 
modest monument erected In his mem­ 
ory by the fraternity of Free Masons, 
who placed thereon this striking in­ 
scription : 
‘‘The remains of Major General Ar- 
(bur St. Clair are deposited beneath 
this humble monument, which is erect­ 
ed to supply the place of a nobler one 
due from his country." 
In spit** of the stinging rebuke and 
strong hint of this inscription, these 
many years 
have 
passed, and the 
grave of Washington’* intimate friend 
Is yearly becoming more and more 
disgracefully neglected. 
The reason 
lr no? hard to find, perhaps. Once In 
his life, In his campaign against the 
Ohio Indians, he was so unfortunate 
as to suffer a great defeat. Humanity 
has many mean streakB in its make­ 
up. but none of them Is any more rep­ 
rehensible than that which allows one 
error or defeat to wipe out the mem­ 
ory of a whole lifetime of earnest and 
faithful service. 
The neglect of the 
grave of so great and worthy a pa­ 
triot leader, the man who was per­ 
haps closest of all in the confidence 
of his great leader, oannot be exouaod 
or explained away. 
Every time the 
writer in hts travel* passes that old, 
neglected graveyard he feels anew th* 
shame of it all.

ST. C L A I R ’S G R A V E . 


Remains of Famous General 
Repose 
in Neglected Resting-Place. 
(Copyright I&03 by A m erican Pr<“*a A ssociation ] 
Major General Arthur St. Clair, the 
bosom friend and ald of W a sh in g to n 
and the first governor o f the N o rth ­ 
w est territory, lies in an alm ost for­ 
gotten, certainly a practically uncared 
for grave. 
H is last days w ere clouded 
and em bittered, and he died in pov­ 
erty. 
Republics m ay be grateful to 
sem e men, but our nation som eh ow 
m issed it in the c a s e o f General St. 
Clair. 
In i he town of G reensburg, the cap­ 
ital o f W estm oreland county, Pa., just 
beyond 
the 
railroad 
station 
to the 
east, and right alon g sid e the tracks 
lies ag, old n eglected and half-aban 


cloned burying ground called the St. 
Clair cem etery. 
For m any years it 
has laid open and unattended. 
In it are th e g ra v es of not a few 
persons of n o te in their day, but the 
most fam ous o f them all was St. Clair. 
Here he w as burled many, m any years' 
ago, having died in 1818. 
H aving no 
relatives who cared to look to the con 
dition of his grave, and being n eglect 
od by the nation at large, h is resting 
place was m arked by a neat, though 
m odest m onu m en t erected in his m em ­ 
ory by the fraternity of Free Masons 
who placed thereon this striking in 
sc ri lit io n : 
“The rem ains of Major General Ar 
thur St. Clair are deposited beneath 
this humble m onu m en t, which la erect 
ed to supply th e place of a nobler one 
due from his cou n try .” 
In spite of th e stin gin g rebuke and 
strong hint o f this inscription, these 
many years 
h a v e 
passed, and the 
grave o f W ash in gto n ’s intimate friend 
in yearly b ecom in g m ore and more 
disgracefully neglected. 
The reason 
is not hard to find, perhaps. Once in 
his life, in his campaign against the 
Ohio Indians, h e w a s so unfortunate 
as to suffer a g rea t defeat. Humanity 
has m any m ean strea k s in its make­ 
up, but none o f them is any more rep­ 
rehensible than that which allows Ona 
error or defeat to wipe out the m em ­ 
ory of a whole lifetime of earnest and 
faithful service. 
The neglect of the 
grave of so great and worthy a pa­ 
triot leader, the man who was per­ 
haps closest o f all in the confidence 
of his great leader, oannot be excused 
or explained away. 
Every tim e tho 
writer in his trav els passes that old, 
neglected graveyard he feels anew the 
shame o f It all.

Official Tidings of Cornwallis’ Surrsn- 
der Caused Universal Rejoicing. 
(Copyright IMI by American Treat AmooUUos.J 
The long year* of the Revolution 
had been tim es especially trying to 
the brave and loyal Americana on tha 
Pennsylvania 
and 
Ohio 
frontiers. 
They w ere far rem oved from the pro­ 
tection of the arm y, w ith the Alle­ 
gheny m ountains aa a wall of obsta­ 
cle, yet they w ere constantly subject 
to attacks from the B ritish post at 
Detroit. 
The w arfare made on them 
was of the most hideous kind, for the 
B ritish fomented 
strife am ong the 
w estern tribes and sent them against 
the American frontier. 
The frontiers­ 
men w ere not even alw ays allowed to 
stay at home and protect their fam ­ 
ilies. 
Often when w ith patriotic seal thay 
entered the Continental service thev 
were ordered east over the moun­ 
tains to fight the B ritish arm y, while 
th eir fam ilies were left unprotected 
Bom the savage attacks of B ritain's 
red allies in the Ohio forests. 
It can 
be imagined, therefore, th at when, in 
November, 1781, word arrived at Fort 
Pitt that Lord Cornwallis had su rren ­ 
dered at Yorktown, and th at the long, 
Aeary struggle was over, there was a 
general feeling of profouud Joy. 
The 
news was announced officially in an 
order issued by G eneral Irvine. 
It Is 
an interesting docum ent and reads aa 
follows: 
"Fort Pitt, Nov. 6. 1781. 
"General Irvine has the pleasure to 
congratulate the troops on the great 
and glorious news. 
Lord Cornwallis, 
with the troops under his command, 
surendered prisoners of war on the 
9th of October 
last, to the allied 
arm ies of America and France, under 
tho im m ediate command of his excel­ 
lency, General W ashington. The pris­ 
oners amount to upw ards of 5,000 reg- 
!ar troops, near 2,000 Tories and as 
many negroes, besides a num ber of 
m erchants and other followers. 
T hir­ 
teen pieces of artillery will be fired 
this day at I o'clock in the fort, at 
hlch tim e the troops will be under 
aim s, with their colors displayed. The 
com m issaries will issue a gill of liquor 
extraordinary to the noa-cotnmission- 
ed officers and privates on this Joyful 
occasion. 
Accurate 
regim ental 
re­ 
turns to be made tom orrow morning 
at 9 o'clock, of the officers and dates 
of their commissions, together with 
rolls of the non-commissioned officers, 
drivers and fifes 
and 
privates—ac- 
ouuting for every man. where he is 
how employed and tim e so employed.” 
No doubt this order was greatly en­ 
joyed. both for the news that it con­ 
veyed and for the m eaus afforded to 
enjoy the glad occasion. 
The issuing 
of “liquor extraordinary" was in that 
period a custom ary method of cele­ 
brating unusual events in the army. 
On the day when this order was Is­ 
sued a general parole was given, that 
full opportunity might be bad for en­ 
joym ent. The countersign for the day 
was "Joy!”

They w ere far rem oved from th e pro 
tectlon of th e arm y, w ith tho Aile 
gheny m ountains a s a wall of o b its 
clo, yet they w ere constantly subject 
to atta ck s from th o B ritish post at 
Detroit. 
T h e w arfare m ade on them 
wax of the most hideous kind, for the

w estern tribes and sent them against 
the Am erican frontier. 
T h e frontiers­ 
men were not even alw ays allowed to 
stay at hom e and protect their fam­ 
ilies. 
Often when with patriotic zeal they 
entered the C ontinental service they

tains to fight the British arm y, while 
their families w ere left unprotected 
ti em the savage a tta c k s of B ritain’s 
red allies in the Ohio forests.

November, 1781, word arrived at Fort 
Pitt that Lord Cornw allis had aurren* 
dered at Yorktown, and th a t the long, 
i e a r y struggle w as over, th ere w as a 
general feeling of profound Joy.

order issued by G eneral Irvine.

this day at I o ’clock In th e fort, at 
hlch time the troops will be under 
aim s, with th eir colors displayed. The 
comm issaries will issue a gill of liquor 
extraordinary to the non-commission­ 
ed officers and privates on this Joyful 
occasion.

i KEAT Is the crystallizing pow­ 
er of an expressive phrase. 
The finding of an expressive 
phrase, however, is no easjr 
task, and the ordinary reader, wishing 
to give an opinion upou a new novel, 
seizes thaukfully -or too unconsciously 
for thankfulness- upon some skill/ui 
'critic's happy turn of wordB which 
gives form to his own vague thought 
^ The ordinary reuder does not often 
discover these fortunate phrases for 
himself. 
From the critic born to bis 
.work they come down to him through 
the innumerable lesser critics who are 
more trained to auch recognition than 
he and in more imperative need of aids 
to expression. 
f AU the popular conversational terms 
for the approving or condemning of a 
new book have first been used in the 
reviewer's columns. 
I It is a process of educating from the 
top downward, aud, though slow and

much mixed aa to results, It if still 
educative. 
The standard of taste in 
fiction is higher than ever before, and 
a share in this elevation cannot be de­ 
nied the reviewers who thus assist 
the reader in formulating his impres­ 
sions. 
Unfortunately the reader has 
•bown himself too ready to accept this 
easy help, 
lie appropriates the ex­ 
cellent word or phrase without trou­ 
bling himself about its specific appli­ 
cation until It grows to be a were 
catchword, 
uo 
more 
Indicative of 
thought behind its utterance than is 
the slang of the streets. 
Twenty years ago and later there 
was a great deul of talk about “local 
color.*’ It was a period of marked im­ 
provement iu American fiction in the 
matter of adaptation of the story to its 
environment, of care not only for the 
Jewel, but Its setting. 
There were certalu writers who were 
rarely mentioued without the introduc­ 
tion of this term. Charles Egbert Crad­ 
dock was oue. It was the day of dia­ 
lect stories, so much their day that it 
seemed as lf a community that spoke 
pure English was thereby debarred 
from havltig auy “local color” ut all 
aud so could not form a subject for 
“timely” fiction. 
Inferior writers de- 
pendcd, for the baslug of a claim to 
the most demanded quality of the day, 
upou ungrammatical Jargon, largely of 
their owu invention. 
■ “Local color” was upon all novel 
readera* lips. Drawing room aud liter­ 
ature club gavo it parrotliku utterance 
until everybody, buying found that ev­ 
ery body else was using it, made It give 
way for u new catchword. 
It had at 
last come to be taken for granted that 
a story of u specified place und time 
must have local color, aud the phrase 
bus gone buck to those who kuow 
when to use it. Home of these phrases 
reach popularity with astonishing ra­ 
pidity. 
“8\vcot ness und light” had a 
mud career, though a less democratic 
one thau “local color," aud rolled glibly 
from tongues quite luuoceut of their 
debt to Arnold, or, if not that, of Ar- 
auld’* debt to Swift. After being ap­ 
plied to things appropriate or inappro­ 
priate—generally 
the la tte r-it wui 
dropped from sheer public weariness. 
There are single words Which, hand 
rd down in this way from the authori­ 
tative critic to the merely professional 
and from him to the umuteur, alter 
gradually from exact and forcible ex­ 
pressions to mere literary cant. 
Com­ 
mon among them ar*1 “strong.” “sin­ 
cere,” ''convincing,” “inevitable./ Tho 


first three are essential io inc discus 
siou of literature, yet they are worn 
so threadbare through constant care 
less usage that they scarcely serve any 
longer to clothe their original ideas. 
But the impairment of their value is 
but temporary. Fashion in criticism Is 
as positive as fashion In dress. 
Aa we wear garments made after the 
pattern of those who get their gowns 
from Worth aud their hats from Ylrot, 
so we imitate the modes of expression 
evolved from the brain of authority. 
The fashion passes, and ioug after 
the style, if it had worth, becomes the 
heritage of artists and reappears im 
mortaiized on canvas 
Ho the word, when it is a right word, 
at last rejected of drawing room liter­ 
ati, falls again into the possession of 
those who know its value. 
It is as if the old currency notes, 
worn out by the fingering of millions 
aud sent back to tile governmental de 
pertinent that issued them, should re­ 
turn to us not merely represented by 
crisp new oues, but the actual old oues 
themselves mysteriously renewed to 
beauty. 
During the vogue of “The Gadfly”- 
vogue decided, though limited both as 
to time und exteut—lt was curious to 
note the almost invariable use by its 
crUics of the word “strong.” 
Bernie 
people liked it because it was strong; 
others disliked it, hut it was iu spite 
of its being strong. 
Whatever may be the fact on this 
point it was evidently not the quality 
of strength in “The Gadfly” tbut 
earned it this commendation; it was 
simply its disagreeableness. 
Had it been a cheering, heartening 
story It might have possessed aH much 
power without ever being spoken of 
as “strong.” The llsteuer to tea table 
criticism cannot avoid the inference 
that a book Is strong in proportion as 
It is unpleasant 
“Hilts Marner” la as strong as “The 
MIU on the Floes,” but a different ad­ 
jective is chosen to describe It. 
“Wutbering Heights,” “Hhoda Flem­ 
ing,” 
“Richard 
Fevered” 
“Princess 
Cassiinasirfma”—such are the books 
that take to themselves this useful and 
desirable adjective. 
it is the same with “sincere” and 
“inevitable.” 
Certainly the masters 
who taught us the use of these words 
did not confine their application to de­ 
pressing fiction, but today it is rare to 
find them otherwise applied. 
To a healthy minded person today 
the catastrophe of “Tees of the D’Ur- 
bervillus” does not appear by auy 
means “Inevitable,” but during tile 
hook's tremendous vogue the word was 
used of it in innumerable raviewa, 
printed and conversational. 
Sincerity la an elementary require­ 
ment of literary production, yet tiiere 
was at one time a fashion of crediting 
it almost exclusively to books that set 
forth auy sort of unconventional doc­ 
trine. 
Many of the books thus described 
were artistically anything but sincere. 
They were self conscious und artificial, 
and their authors, were plainly poseurs. 
“Sincere” seem! tile hardest of tile 
current catchwords for the lay mind to 
grasp the technical moaning of aud la 
consequently one of thoso oftenest 
misused. 
But of them all the most Irritating is 
“convincing.” 
It is such a very sub­ 
jective word; It is so possible for a 
thing to be conviuciug to you aud not 
to me! 
There Is, of course, an absolute qual­ 
ity of conviiicingnesM found In an oc­ 
casional masterpiece, but latterly the 
term Is continually employed with the 
eusy assurance of the impossibility of 
disproof. 
“Of all the words iii the English lan­ 
guage,” exclaimed a discouraged young 
writer the other day, “I hate most 
that word ‘couvliiclugr 
The editors 
aud publishers’ readers simply use It 
as a shelter for themselves. ‘Your an*. 


tbtm to* be pessimistic. * They were 
clean, bright, whomso me, though the 
reader bad sometimes, through the 
murkiness of tho dialect, to take thens 
qualities on faith. It seems that it is 
unnatural to be Immoral in dialect 
We need In our volunteer criticism 
more of Browning’s philosophy, of his 
perception that love, joy, hope, upright 
less, are stronger than unrighteous 
ness and despair. 
There are indeed 
more successful tragedies then come 
dies written. 
Of the two tragedy is 
far easier to deal with as material. 
The force of the storm Is more obvious 
than the foroe of the sunshine. 
In a story of misfortune or despair 
the theme Itself appeals to the sensibll 
itles of the reader independently of Its 
treatm ent 
There is an appearance of strength in 
such a narration which deceives the 
unreflecting. 
The writer who sue 
ceeds in producing a story that gives 
his reader heart and hope has achieved 
a far more difficult as well as a far 
nobler triumph than the one whom It 
is the fashion to call a “strong” writer 
The dearer bis vision and the firmer 
bls bold upon his art the more surely 
does the writer reveal to us the work­ 
ings of the slower and less dramatic 
spiritual forces which are making for 
ultimate human happiness.

PINGPONG BALLS. 


And Hew They May Ba Utilised Pe* 
Christina* Preseat*. 
If you have any old pingpong balls, 
the kind that are joined in the middle, 
make them Into Christmas presents. 
The nicest little pincushions, knick­ 
knacks and sensible pretty gifts can be 
worked oat with these Impish, fas­ 
cinating balls os a foundation. 
To make a twin pincushion fit toto 
each half of the bali two cushions 
well stuffed and covered with silk or 
velvet A fter a small lead weight bas 
been placed In the bottom of the 
halvas, or cups, glue In the cushion. 
Then tie them together, side by side, 
with ribbon by punching a hole lo the 
side of each ball. Fill the cushion with 
fancy colored pins arranged in a de­ 
sign, and you will be surprised at the 
pretty result 
Another phase of Cashion con be 
evolved from a single cup, which Is 
glued to a covered pasteboard stand­ 
ard, the open space having a cushion 
fitted In Uke the other. 
Still another 
change may be rung upon the always 
useful pincushion by inverting tbs 
halves. 
They must be joined with 
thread before the cushion is pat in and 
a ribbon tied around tho place where 
they are joined. 
A dainty scent ball is made with the 
two halves of one ball filled with cot­ 
ton and sachet powder. These fit to­ 
gether sod are beld by a ribbon. 
Ribbon holders on which to keep the 
baby ribbon to be run through llogerie 
are easily constructed from the ping- 
pong ball. 
Run through a large empty spool a 
stick about as thick aa a good sized

above suggestions may be of service

Twenty years ago and later there 
wus a great deal of talk about "local 
color.” It was a period of marked im 
provement Iii American fic tio n in the 
matter of adaptation of the story to it s 
environment, of care not only fur the 
Jewel, but Its setting. 
There were certain writers who were 
rarely mentioned without the Introduc­ 
tion of this term. Charles Egbert Crad- 
dock was one. It was the day of dia­ 
lect stories, so much their day that It 
seemed as lf a community that spoke 
pure English wus thereby deburred 
from having any “local color” at all 
and so could not form a subject for 
“timely” fiction. 
Inferior writers de­ 
pended, for the basing of a elaim to 
the most demanded quality of the day, 
upon ungrammatical jargon, largely of 
their own Invention. 
• “Local color” was upon all novel 
readers’ lips. Drawing room and liter­ 
ature club gave It purrotllke utterance 
until everybody, having found that ev­ 
erybody else was using It, made it give 
way for a new catchword. 
It had at 
last come to be taken for granted that 
a story of a specified place uiul time 
must bure local color, and the phrase 
bus gone back to those who know 
when to use it. Some of these phrases 
reach popularity with astonishing ra­ 
pidity. 
“Sweetness and light” had a 
mad career, though a less democratic 
one than “local color,” aud rolled glibly 
from tongues quite innocent of their 
debt to Arnold, or, if not that, of Ar­ 
nold's debt to Swift. After beiog ap­ 
plied to things appropriate or inappro­ 
priate—generally 
the 
latter—it was 
dropped from sheer public weariness. 
•’ There are single words which, hand­ 
ed down in this way from the authori­ 
tative critic to the merely professional 
and from him to the amateur, alter 
gradually from exact and forcible ex­ 
pressions to mere literary cant.
